Council may 
cut links with 
bloom group 

Threat follows request for more information 


NATALIE ROBINSON 
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NEWMARKET Town Council has 
warned it may cut ties with the 
voluntary In Bloom group in a 
growing row over transparency 

The council threat came at 
Monday’s community services 
committee where councillors gave 
Newmarket In Bloom a week to 
come up with answers to a series 
of questions. 

Cllr Amy Starkey said: “I can’t see 
the benefits to the town of us be¬ 
ing part of Newmarket In Bloom. I 
would like for them to engage with 
us and do things properly. But if 
they will not engage I do not see

how it is right and proper to be 
part of it.” 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, a member of 
Newmarket In Bloom, said later 
the threat had upset a lot of peo¬ 
ple in the group who were all vol¬ 
unteers. He said their committee 
would be meeting shortly to de¬ 
cide what they want to do about it. 

The threat came after Cllr Hirst 
was asked to answer questions 
about Newmarket In Bloom’s fi¬ 
nances, members, and relation¬ 
ship with the town council. He 
provided a report to councillors 
but the committee decided the 


answers did not contain enough 
detail. 

Cllr Michael Jeffereys said that 
while the organisation must be 
open with the council, the council 
needed to “tread carefully” in its 
approach. 

He said: “I think we need to be 
careful because when we have vol¬ 
unteers that have done things year 
after year, we should not lose the 
good faith of those volunteers.” 

Cllr Starkey said that they were 
“very grateful” but with Newmar¬ 
ket In Bloom using public money, 
the council needed to understand 
where it was going.

Old phone box 
now a life saver 


A PHONE box in Swaffham 
Prior has been given a new 
lease of life - by potentially 
being able to save lives. 

The Grade Il-listed phone 
box was first installed to 
celebrate the silver jubilee 
of King George V in 1935, 
but now homes a defibril¬ 
lator. 

Swaffham Prior Parish 
Council was able to pur¬ 
chase the phone box for £1 
from BT and was first look¬ 
ing to restore it as a tourist 
attraction. 

However, after discus¬ 
sions with villagers, the 
council has decided to in¬ 
stall a defibrillator. 

Steve Kent-Phillips, 
council treasurer, helped to 
make the idea a reality. 

He said: “The phone box 
was very dilapidated and 
the phone didn’t work. 

“Then someone came up 
with putting a defibrillator 
in the box and we thought it 
was a great idea as it’s right 
next to the play area.” 

The village purchased the 
defibrillator from the Com¬ 
munity Heartbeats Trust in 
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Haverhill, which is also set 
to provide free training for 
homeowners nearby and 
teachers from the local 
school. 

The exact paint used by 
BT was provided to restore 
it to its original glory, and 
electricity will be provided 
for the light in the phone 
box free of charge for seven 
years. 

Mr Kent-Phillips said the 
box looked better now than 
it had done in years - and 
also had a much better use. 

John Cohill, chairman 
of the parish council, said: 
“BT sold the box for a nomi¬ 
nal fee and then the village 
was able to use it for what it 
wanted. 

“Some villages use it for 
a book exchange but we 
thought it would be good 
to have a defibrillator in the 
area. 

“We thought it was an ex¬ 
cellent thing to have in the 
village. 


“One of the chaps over 
the road is going to monitor 
it and check it’s in working 
order. 

“Three neighbours are 
going to have training 
alongside a couple of teach¬ 
ers at the school.” 

The box will be able to 
be accessed 24 hours a day, 
and the defibrillator will 
talk through its user on 
what to do, not administer¬ 
ing the shock unless the ill 
person really needs it. 

The parish council be¬ 
lieves having the defibril¬ 
lator can only be a positive 
thing for the village. 

Mr Cohill added: “Should 
anyone be up there and un¬ 
fortunately have a need for 
it, it will be there. 

“It is better than the box 
just sitting as an ornament 
- this way it will be a com¬ 
munity asset.”

PROCEEDS from the 
Cambridgeshire FA Cup Final 
between Cambridge City and 
Wisbech Town will be given to 
injured footballers Shaun Whiter 
and Joey Abbs, Cambridgeshire 
FA has announced. 

Shaun and Joey were injured 
while changing a tyre on 
Dullingham Road last month. 

A car driven by Jan Adamec 
smashed into their stationary 
vehicles, leaving Shaun needing 
to have his legs amputated below 
the knee and Joey with serious 
leg injuries. 

The cup final, sponsored by 
Ridgeons, will take place at the 
Newmarket Town ground, kicking 
off at 7.45pm on August 24. 

Newmarket Town said they 
were "delighted" to be chosen as 
the venue for the game, as Shaun 
had played for the club. 

Joey is also a former player of 
Cambridge City.

BUSINESS 

Firms named 
and shamed 
over wrong pay 


TWO businesses in Newmar¬ 
ket have been named and 
shamed by the government 
for not paying a worker the 
National Minimum Wage. 

The Department for Busi¬ 
ness, Energy and Industrial 
Strategy (BEIS), published 
a list last week, naming 198 
businesses from around the 
country which had not paid 
their staff enough. 

The list was compiled after 
“thorough investigations” 
into all the businesses by 
HM Revenue and Customs. 

Gazeley Stud, on Moulton 
Road, was number 107 on 
the list, having owed £646.20 
to one worker. 

Toni Saade Hair Salon, on 
Lowther Street, was number 
131 and owed £404.64 to one 
worker. 

All of the money owed to 
workers from every business 
named on the list, which 
includes football clubs, ho- 
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tels and care homes from 
around the country, has now 
been paid. 

However, the government 
decided to release the list in 
a bid to “name and shame” 
employers. 

Business Minister Margot 
James said: “This govern¬ 
ment is determined to build 
an economy that works for 
everyone, not just the privi¬ 
leged few. 

“That means making sure 
everyone gets paid the wag¬ 
es they are owed - including 
our new, higher, National 
Living Wage. It is not accept¬ 
able that some employers 
fail to pay at least the mini¬ 
mum wage their workers are 
entitled to. 

“So we’ll continue to crack 
down on those who ignore 


the law, including by naming 
and shaming them.” 

The National Living Wage 
for workers aged 25 and over 
was introduced in April this 
year and is £7.20 per hour. 

It means employees pre¬ 
viously working full time on 
National Minimum Wage 
would earn £900 more a 
year. 

A spokesperson for the 
BEIS said: “It is an employer’s 
responsibility to be aware of 
the different minimum wage 
rates depending on the cir¬ 
cumstances of their workers 
- and to make sure all eligi¬ 
ble workers are paid at least 
the minimum rate they are 
entitled to. 

“The National Living Wage 
will be enforced equally ro¬ 
bustly alongside the Nation¬ 
al Minimum Wage.” 

Neither businesses replied 
to the News request for a 
comment.

Rail upgrades 
needed - MP

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WEST Suffolk MP Matthew 
Hancock wants to make sure 
Newmarket rail services are 
among those to benefit from 
improvements under a new 
East Anglian rail contract. 

Mr Hancock was speaking 
after news train operator 
Abellio had won the fran¬ 
chise for East Anglia. 

Abellio has promised more 
than 1,040 new carriages 
and to cut journey times by 
10 per cent and at least two 
60-minute services per day 
between London and Ip¬ 
swich. It has also pledged to 
provide 32,000 more stand¬ 
ard class seats during the 
morning peak period. 

While welcoming the im¬ 
provements, Mr Hancock 
said he would continue to 
push for better things for 
Newmarket. 

He said: “In the survey I 
conducted with Newmar¬ 
ket constituents about their 
thoughts and experiences of

train services, the number 
one ask from them was to 
have additional services in 
the morning, so I am pleased 
that Abellio has listened and 
will be increasing the num¬ 
ber of morning seats by 55 
per cent. 

“The pledge of £60 million 
of investment and improve¬ 
ments to stations is also wel¬ 
come - and I will continue to 
work with them for the much 


-needed upgrade to New¬ 
market station.” 

He said work would still go 
on to get the improvements, 
despite the assurances made 
so far. 

Over the past five years, the 
number of people using the 
station has almost doubled 
from 165,000 to 284,000, with 
more and more pressure for 
more space and a more fre¬ 
quent services. 

Mr Hancock said: “These 
commitments from Abellio 
will help to improve rail us¬ 
ers’ experience, but I will not 
stop until we get the kind of 
service that meets my con¬ 
stituents’ high standards and 
expectations.” 

Newmarket station already 
received a £100,000 invest¬ 
ment in February. 

Cllr Colin Noble, leader 
of Suffolk County Council, 
said Abellio needs to “make 
good” the promises they 
have made. 

The franchise agreement 
will start in October and run 
until 2025

Mum in plea for people to 
be more understanding

A MOTHER from Mildenhall 
whose daughter has a rare genetic 
condition is asking people to be 
kinder when they see someone 
different. 

Michaela Carr’s daughter Lexi, 
3, was diagnosed with Gomez 
Lopez Hernandez syndrome - 
and is thought to be one of only 
two people in the UK who suffers 
with it. 

Lexi is now moderately blind 
and is unable to walk or stand 
unaided, or communicate effec¬ 
tively.

It’s very difficult for her.

more understanding of Lexi’s 
condition when they are out and 
about. 

“Lexi makes noises like hum¬ 
ming and it’s all part of her con¬ 
dition,” Michaela said. “She can't 
help that but I can hear people 
saying 'shut that child up’. Rather 
than make a comment or stare, 
come and ask me and I’ll happily 
tell you what’s wrong.” 

The family are also looking for 
any toys people may have that 
could be suitable for a blind child, 
with Michaela trying new things 
on a trial and error basis to see 
what Lexi likes. 

The family also suffered from 
vandalism when their van which 
is used to take Lexi to and from 
appointments around the coun¬ 
try was damaged last week. 
But local firm Cooper’s Garage 
stepped forward, offering to fix 
the damage for free.

HISTORY 

SAKE has been 
consumed for more 
than 2,000 years 
in the Japanese 
community and is a 
traditional drink with 
its own customs in 
the country. 

It is thought sake 
was first created 
in Japan in 300BC 
when rice cultivation 
was first introduced. 

The drink is 
often referred to 
as a rice wine, but 
is fermented in a 
unique way unlike 
other alcohol. 

Sake was 

produced by families 
and at temples by 
monks in the past. 

It was also used for 
religious ceremonies 
to cleanse the table, 
or to offer it to gods. 

According to 
tradition, drinkers of 
sake should not pour 
their own cup, but 
it instead must be 
poured by a friend. 

Sake is also a 
drink that is to be 
“shared and enjoyed 
with the people that 
you love and revere”. 

The drink is often 
served in small 
ceramic cups and is 
poured from ceramic 
flasks. 

It can be offered 
hot, cold or at room 
temperature, which is 
often dependent on 
the weather. 


First for UK as 
sake brewery 
wins approval

A JAPANESE family who 
have been producing rice 
wine for hundreds of years 
are setting up the UK’s first 
sake brewery. 

The Dojima company 
is investing £9 million 
after buying Fordham 
Abbey Estate, where it will 
also build an education 
and visitor centre. 

A planning applica¬ 
tion for the new brewery 
in the grounds of the es¬ 
tate was approved by East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee after almost nine 
months of preparation. 

Sake is brewed in a simi¬ 
lar way to beer, unlike 
regular wine, using water 
and fermented rice, with 
Dojima using recipes more 
than 600 years old. 

Noriko Tomio- 


ka, from Fordham 
Abbey, previously told the 
News: “One of the farm 
buildings on the site is go¬ 
ing to be the Japanese sake 
brewery. 

“We would bring rice 
from Japan initially and 
brew here. That will be the 
first in the country. 

“In that same building 
we will have the visitor ex¬ 
perience so visitors can be 
taught how to make sake 
and enjoy sake.” 

The major scheme is a 
first for the UK and will cre¬ 
ate around 100 jobs over 
five years, including in the 
grounds and cafe. 

They hope to sell 10,000 
bottles in their first year 
when the sake is ready, 
achieving a turnover of £1 
million. 

Within the next two to 
five years, they want to be¬ 
gin exporting the sake into 
Europe. 

The Hashimoto family 


said they chose the site as 
it was close to where one 
of their children went to 
school. 

They took time to meet 
members of the local com¬ 
munity last year where they 
said guests were able to 
sample the sake and posi¬ 
tive feedback was received. 

The family, who own Do¬ 
jima, were supported by 
both UK Trade and Invest¬ 
ment (UKTI), and the Japa¬ 
nese government, when 
they announced plans to 
begin brewing in the UK. 

UKTI helped to establish 
the company and identify 
potential sites. 

In March last year, they 
paid more than £3 mil¬ 
lion for the Fordham 
Estate, which consists of a 
Georgian manor and more 
than 200 acres of land. 

The company hopes 
its first sake batch will be 
ready in around a year’s 
time.

in china... 

The British appetite for afternoon tea shows no 
sign of being sated. Lisa Millard meets Tonie Waller, 
the brains behind china hire service My Pretty Tea 
Party to talk tea, cake and the enduring appeal of 
vintage. 



N OSTALGIA is part of the charm of 
My Pretty Tea Party the vintage 
china-hire company. "I recently 
provided centre stands for an afternoon 
tea party at Quy Mill's Cambridge Roar. 
Quite a few of the ladies there told me 
they remember drinking from tea sets like 
mine/' says Tonie Waller, who bought the 
splendid-looking business earlier this year. 

As well as supplying cake stands, cups 
and saucers, tea pots, luncheon, tea and 
dinner plates, all taking pride 
of place on the well- 
dressed tables at the 
chi-chi hotel, Tonie 
created centrepieces 
styled with upside- 
down top 
hats, teapots 
and playing 
cards. "My 
china was used 
at a tea party ’V 

to celebrate the ^ 

Queen's birthday at 
an old people's home 
and it reminded so many 
of them of being young and drinking tea 
from their mother's china cups." 

Tonie's Burwell home is now HQ to 
My Pretty Tea Party and the spare room 
- "it was meant to be a very pretty spare 
room, but is now full of china" - is neatly 
laid with the delicate crockery and props 
that are the tools of Tonie's trade (she has 
about 400 cups and saucers and 60 cake 
stands, at last count). 

"I sometimes come and sit in this room 
because it's just so lovely. I have always 
been creative and really enjoy putting the 
sets together to look pretty and creating 
scenes for the Face book page - there's 
much more to this than just sending out 
boxes of china cups in bubble wrap." 

One client, Homerton College in 
Cambridge, ordered so many cake stands 
for its graduation ceremony tea that Tonie 
and her partner Jamie had to make more 




of them. "I am always on the lookout for 
items to replenish my stock and bought a 
bundle from a selling page recently that 
was individually wrapped in pages of a 
magazine called The Home Companion 
that was published in 1939. I had a lovely 
time unwrapping the pieces and reading 
all the articles - I don't think anyone had 
even touched the china since then." 

Tonie, who has two young children, 
bought the business to combine it with her 
other job cooking at a children's nursery. 
"I thought it would be fun and 
work well with the time I have. 
But it's been busier 
than I expected - we 
had five functions last 
weekend - and have 
nearly made back the 
money it cost us to buy 
the company. It turned 
out the lady who ran it 

r before actually lives in 
a house the other side of 
our back garden. I think it 
was just meant to be. 

"Vintage is so popular - the 
mismatched and pick-and-mix china looks 
so pretty, you really can't go wrong; we 
get booked for weddings, hen dos, tea 
parties and even funerals. I love cooking 
and hope, one day, to actually make and 
supply the afternoon tea to accompany 
the china, but that will have to wait until 
the children are older." 

Tonie offers a wash-up service too, 
which is proving popular - but the 
delicacy of the crockery means everything 
has to be hand-washed with care: "I can't 
use a dishwasher, so it takes quite a long 
time." 

But it's all worth it. Drinking tea from a 
proper (and pretty) china cup does add to 
the experience: "It definitely tastes better," 
says Tonie. "So does Pimm's. I have started 
making Pimm's in a teapot and serving 
it in a china cup and it looks and tastes 
delicious."

F UCKING around the internet for a new 
car it's easy to start day dreaming about 
the set of wheels you'd like parked 
outside the house for the next year or two. 

Easy to fancy a Ferrari, for instance. 

Red, probably and with the optional gold 
rims and leather wheel arches (inside, of 
course). A yellow rev counter would be 
nice, too. 

Then you come down to earth and 
remember the budget: modest. And what 
you'll be doing with the car; taking the kids 
to school, the family to the supermarket 
and dad to the station. 

So a Ferrari doesn't really fit the bill. The 
car you see here, on the other hand, might 
do just that. 

The Rio is one step up in the Kia range 
and built to take on the likes of the Ford 
Fiesta and Renault Clio. 

Built in the Kia homeland of Korea, 
the Rio starts at £10,095 for a car with a 
1.25-litre petrol engine and climbs to the 
rarefied heights of £17,445 for a bells-and- 
whistles model with a 1.4-litre diesel on 
board. 

Hardly anyone will go for the latter 
model - you're well into the territory of the 
next size of car at this price level - but the 
more modest petrol burner, also fitted to 
the test car, will attract lots of attention. 

Not for its Ferrari-like performance (by 
some way) or for its leech-like hold on the 
road (it's perfectly safe but some distance 
from fun) but for the way it would rapidly 
become the household transport equivalent 
of the washing machine or vacuum cleaner. 

Fots (too many?) reports you read on cars 
start and end with the fun you're going to 
have if you buy one (that Ferrari again) but 
most of us don't inhabit a world of wall to 


wall transport delight. 

Rather, we're happy with a car that 
promises modestly and then more than 
delivers. Fike the Kia Rio. 

This latest version may have had a nip 
and tuck at the stylist's - new bumpers 
front and rear, new trim and dashboard 
treatment inside - but it's never going to 
be anything more than a compact five- 
door hatch with family duties in mind. And 
there's nothing wrong with that. 

Nothing munch wrong with the way the 
car moves either; you'll need to change 
gear rather a lot when uphill slopes appear 
and the road roars away beneath the tyres 
on coarse surfaces, but 50.4mpg on the trip 
computer promises an economical life with 
the Rio. 

So does the seven years or 100,000 
miles warranty on non-wear-and-tear- 
items, an insurance class only three rungs 
above the cheapest out there and nothing 
to pay on car tax in year one and a mere 
£30 thereafter. 

There's room in the rear for a couple 
of growing children (three at a pinch) and 
the boot is big enough for most practical 
purposes. Bigger than a Ferrari's for sure. 
There's even a proper temporary spare 
wheel, replacing the tyre repair kit on 
previous Rios that might leave you stranded 
in deepest Spain on a wet Sunday evening. 

Then we come to fixtures and fittings. 
Every Rio has a DAB radio, electrically 
heated and adjusted door mirrors, while 
the '2' grade on test adds electric windows 
all round, air conditioning and alloy 
wheels. 

So, nothing to get excited about, but 
sometimes steady faithfulness will do just 
fine.

MITSUBISHI has good reason to feel 
confident the latest version of its Outlander 
4x4 will prove a massive hit. 

The Japanese brand has sold more than 
a million of the mid-size SUVs since the 
original's launch back in 2001. 

And while the PHEV - Plug-in Hybrid 
Electric Vehicle - variant that dominates 
the UK plug-in scene continues to scoop 
countless awards, the diesel version has been 
making waves of its own. 

Freshly updated both inside and out, the 
new Outlander is up for grabs with five or 
seven seats and vies for sales with the likes of 
the Land Rover Discovery Sport, Honda CR- 
V, Nissan X-Trail and Hyundai Santa Fe. 

Operating in such a competitive arena 
demands the highest of standards and the 
Mitsubishi really looks and feels the business. 

Fit, finish and sound insulation is top 
notch, there's some lovely soft leather in 
higher spec cars like the tested GX4 model, 
better software, fewer buttons, decent 
interior space and a large boot. 

Add to that some genuine exterior design 
flair plus smart touches like seats that stay 
cool in summer and reflect UV rays to keep 
warm in winter and a set-up that prevents 
accidental acceleration from a stationary 
position and a you have a car pretty much 
without compromise. 

The latest Outlander also benefits from 40 
changes aimed at reducing noise, vibration 
and harshness compared to the previous 
version. 

If you're one of those people who can't 
get their head round plug-in hybrid the 
diesel, with its 2.2-litre 148bhp engine, 
makes a lot of sense. 

It may not cruise silently through the 
streets like its stablemate but it's smooth, 


strong and can return decent economy - on 
faster roads at least. 

Head off-road and its 4WD system easily 
copes with muddy track, waterlogged fields 
and rocky surfaces in general. 

Space is plentiful for five and while the 
two third row seats are individual they're 
realistically only for kids - and having them 
in place severely restricts luggage capacity. 

Otherwise you get a terrific load area 
which can accommodate a couple of 
mountain bikes if you fold down the second 
and third row seats. 

Stowage is ample, the likes of door bins 
with bottle holders, deep central box, 
glovebox, four cupholders and a small 
container in each door. 

All four of the trim grades are well specced 
up and include an auto-dimming rear-view 
mirror, dual-zone climate control and LED 
daytime running lights. 

Go for GX3 or 4 and you get silver 
roof rails, 18-inch alloy wheels, leather 
upholstery, a heated and electric driver's 
seat, LED headlights, sat nav, rear-view 
camera and an electric sunroof.

He saw off the best the Potters 
could offer in his first three rides, 
but it was a thrilling battle with 
Ben Wilson in his fourth win that 
emphasised the superb form he 
is currently revelling in, and put 
daylight between the teams.

it in a ferocious race to the line. 

To prove it was not a one-off, 
Halsey (pictured below) squeezed 
between Wilson and the fence 



to win two races later, and then 
went on to complete back-to- 
back maximums. 

But it was team-mate Connor 
Coles who claimed the 'race of 
the day' as swept the boards to 
go from last to first in a pulsating 
four laps in heat nine. 

Alfie Bowtell and Sam Bebee 
were other notable good 
performers.

Dettori had earlier moved on 
to the 2,999-winner mark when 
Ghayyar landed the NGK Spark Plugs 
EBF Stallions Maiden - a race won in 
2010 by the mighty Frankel. 

Dettori said: “It’s special. I’m very 
emotional because my family are 
here as well. 

“I got a tremendous cheer, it was 
brilliant. 

“I didn’t ride all week purposefully 
because Newmarket is where I’m 
from. 

“I’m very pleased for it to have 
happened at Newmarket because 
this is where I landed 30 years ago.” 

■ Hugo Palmer reports Galileo 
Gold none the worse following his 
disappointing display in the Prix 
facques le Marois at Deauville on 
Sunday. 

The 2000 Guineas and St lames’s 
Palace Stakes hero was a hot favour¬ 
ite to get back on the winning trail in 
France after he was narrowly denied 
by The Gurkha in the Sussex Stakes 
at Goodwood. 

But after racing on the speed under 
Dettori, the three-year-old weakened 
tamely and finished a well-beaten 
eighth as the Richard Fahey-trained 
Ribchester, third in the Sussex, 
claimed an impressive victory. 

Palmer said: “He’s absolutely fine -

“It wasn’t our day on Sunday, but, 
thankfully, we’ve had some very 
good days with him before and I’m 
sure there’ll be more good days to 
come.”
